Annual  Report  for  1961 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1961. 

The  population  of  the  urban  district  at  mid-year  1961  was  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  30,090  compared  with  his  estimate  of  28,520 
at  mid-year  I960.  There  were  533  live-births  giving  a live-birth  rate  of 
17.36  per  1,000  which  is  somewhat  lower  than  the  exceptionally  high  birth 
rate  in  1960.  There  were  293  deaths  from  all  causes,  the  death  rate 
being  11,98.  Deaths  from  coronary  disease  totalled  64,  1 more  than  in  I960, 
and  there  were  7 deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  compared  with 
11  in  I960  and  8 in  1959.  There  were  10  infant  deaths  giving  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  18.76  per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  well  below  the 
national  average.  The  table  on  page  5 shows  that  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  has  been  consistently  low  during  the  whole  period  since  1952.  There 
were  5 still-births  and  the  still-birth  rate  was  9.29  per  1,000  live  and 
still-births  compared  with  a rate  of  18.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  compared 
with  1960  but  this  was  in  accordance  with  the  normal  pattern  of  this 
illness.  Otherwise  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  very  low  and 
it  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases  of  infantile 
paralysis  and  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  For  the  first  time  there  were  no 
cases  of  whooping  cough  notified.  I remarked  in  my  report  last  year  that 
the  incidence  of  this  disease  had  been  falling  during  recent  years  and  that 
the  proportion  of  children  protected  by  vaccination  had  been  steadily 
increasing.  There  were  6 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  compares 
with  6 in  1960,  8 in  1959  and  14  in  1958.  There  were  2 new  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis;  in  I960  there  was  1. 

As  the  Council’s  first  five  year  slum  clearance  programme  has  been 
almost  completed  a thorough  survey  of  the  district  has  again  been  made  and 
this  has  shown  that  there  is  no  need  to  submit  a further  slum  clearance 
programme  to  the  Minister  for  the  next  five  year  period. 
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Food  hygiene  continued  to  occupy  a considerable  amount  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors'  time.  Special  attention  was  given  to  all 
licensed  premises  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  sanitary  accommodation 
and  to  ensure  that  all  premises  complied  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Already  at  some  of  the  premises  improvements  have  been 
made  and  at  others  schemes  of  necessary  work  have  been  drawn  up. 

Details  are  given  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report.  Once  again 
100%  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  in  the  urban  district  was 
achieved.  Reference  to  Section  ' F ' of  the  report  will  show  the 
magnitude  of  this  task  largely  due  to  the  presence  of  the  Bacon  Factory 
at  High  Lane  where  during  the  year  over  36,000  pigs  were . slaughter ed 
and  inspected. 

The  department  continued  to  tackle  the  problem  of  rodent  control, 
both  surface  and  sewer,  energetically,  and  the  results  of  test-baiting 
of  the  sewers  were  highly  satisfactory.  The  services  of  the  council's 
full-time,  trained  operative  were  available  free  of  charge  to  private 
and  business  premises  and  this  policy  encouraged  early  reporting  of 
infestations  before  they  reached  major  proportions. 

In  an  urban  area  such  as  this  where  there  has  been  rapid  building 
development  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  domestic  smoke  becomes  an 
increasing  problem  and  although  the  urban  district  was  not  designated  by 
the  Minister  as  a "black  area"  the  council  have  decided  to  make  a series 
of  Smoke  Control  Orders  which  will  eventually  include  the  wole  of  the 
urban  district.  The  first  Order  has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister,  but 
as  there  wore  three  objections  a public  inquiry  was  held  and  the  result 
is  awaited.  The  area  for  the  second  Order  has  been  selected. 

The  health  services  provided  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  as 
Local  Health  Authority  are  dealt  with  fully  in  my  Annual  Report  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  presented  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

A brief  reference  to  the  more  important  of  these  services  is  contained 
in  Section  "B"  of  this  report.  In  particular  members  may  be  interested 
to  note  the  introduction  of  radio  control  into  the  ambulance  service  and 
the  establishment  of  a club  for  handicapped  persons  held  at  Hazel  Grove. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  confidence.  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Peacock,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty.  I am  indebted  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  to 
colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all 
times .

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the 
public  water  mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  ..star  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo- 
solvent  action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by 
mechanical  filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water 
and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water 
and  treated  water  going  into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

(iii)  Swimming  Baths. 

The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situate  at 
Bramhall,  comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool  both  of  which 
are  open  to  the  Public. 

The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  the  continuous 
filtration  method  of  purification  is  in  operation. 

Visits  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  water  for 
chlorination  and  acidity,  the  tests  being  carried  out  at  the  time  of 
visit.  ' The  Department  has  its  own  apparatus  for  carrying  out  the 
necessary  tests.  Samples  of  the  bath  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  have  proved  satisfactory. 

(iv)  Moveable  Dwellings. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

(v)  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

The  occupiers  of  three  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are 
licensed  to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  All  the  premises  were 
visited  during  the  year  and  conditions  found  were  satisfactory. 

( vi ) Rodent  Control . 

During  the  year,  the  Council's  Rodent  Operative  made  1940  visits 
and  inspections.  In  addition,  59  visits  and  inspections'  were  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of  properties  have  been 
inspected  and  treatments  carried  out  where  infestations  were  discovered. 

The  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works  and  Depots  were 
regularly  treated,  and  the  treatment  of  Sewers  in  the  Urban  District 
was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results.

Smoke  Control  Areas.  The  Council  have  made  a Smoke  Control  Order 
to  cover  an  area  in  the  North-Ha sterTy  part  of  the  district  containing 
1124  properties.  The  Order  is  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  following  a Public  Local  Inquiry. 

’•( vi i i ) Licensed  Premises  - Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  89. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  the:  21  licensed  premises  in  the  Area 
was  made,  with  particular  reference  to  sanitary  accommodation. 

In  a number  of  instances  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  found  to 
be  exceptionally  good,  but  in  others  was  not  up  to  an  acceptable 
standard,  the  worst  feature  being  that  the  sanitary  accommodation  was 
situate  in  open  yards  some  distance  from  the  main  building. 
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(viii)  licensed  Premises  - Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  89»

In  the  days  of  the  privy  midden  and  pail  closets  there  was 
certainly  justification  for  obvious  reasons  for  siting  the 
accommodation  some  distance  from  the  main  building,  but  whereas  this 
obsolete  type  of  convenience  has  long  been  replaced  by  waterclosets 
in  this  Urban  District,  some  Brewery  Companies  have  been  content  to 
instal  the  water  closet  pedestals  in  the  old  structure,  whilst  in 
other  instances  the  old  structures,  which  previously  housed  the  obsolete 
conveniences,  have  been  demolished  and  other  buildings  erected  in  yards 
at  the  rear,  but  without  direct  access  from  the  main  building.  In  such 
cases  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  one  badly-lit  common  approach  to 
the  accommodation.  These  conditions  are  in  my  opinion  most 
undesirable.  All  such  conveniences  should  be  entered  from  the  public 
rooms  through  intervening  ventilated  spaces.  This  would  enable  more 
control  to  be  exercised  over  the  users,  who  in  turn  would,  I hope, 
appreciate  the  improved  conditions. 

Following  the  survey,  each  Brewery  Company  v'as  informed  of  the 
requirements  necessary  to  reach  an  acceptable  standard  and  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  following  joint  inspection  by  representatives  of  the 
Companies  and  members  of  the  Health  Department  considerable  progress 
has  been  made.  In  some  instances  reconstruction  works  have  been 
commenced,  whilst  in  others  plans  have  been  prepared  and  approved  by 
the  Council . 

(ix)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

.d th  the  exception  of  some  29  outlying  premises  with  pail  closets, 
all  the  properties  in  the  Urban  District  have  water-closets. 

During  the  post-war  years  the  Council  have  reviewed  the  whole  of 
the  sewerage  system  of  the  Urban  District.  Soon  after  the  end  of  the  war 
reconstructions  of  sewers  in  the  Hazel  Grove  drainage  area  and  the 
iramhall  drainage  area  were  completed  and  then  followed  the  Woodford 
sewerage  scheme  and  the  High  Lane  sewerage  scheme. 

These  extensions  were  designed  to  meet  the  probable  expansion  of 
the  district  for  some  years  to  come,  but  if  development  continues  at  its 
present  rate  there  may  be  need  to  consider  further  extension. 

Recent  extensions  at  the  Offorton  Sewage  Purification  Dorks  have 
been  completed.  The  capacity  of  the  re-designed  works  should  be 
adequate  to  deal  with  development  within  the  district  during  the  next 
five  years.  It  will  be  necessary  however,  for  further  extensions  to  be 
carried  out  during  the  next  ten  year  period.  In  addition,  sewage  is 
received  and  treated  from  a part  of  iarple  Urban  District  and  part  of 
Stockport  County  borough  where  development  is  expected  to  increase  more 
rapidly  in  the  next  five  years. 

At  present  and  as  far  as  development  can  be  reasonably 
anticipated  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  are 
adequate.
